With all the 
French writers who treat of the question, he 
notes that the English have been mistaken 
in the resources of the Trangvaal arma-

This thesis has been regularly expounded 


here ever since the English armies. met their 
first reverse, and all one can say is that not 
merely England but everybody has been sur- 
prised, and the sole charge to be laid at the 
door of the English is that, although the 
party chiefly interested, they are no better 
informed than their neighbor.

Beaulieu when he predicts with any sort

sistance full of surprises and heroism which 
will prolong the war almost indefinitely, and 
so force her first to the annexation, then 
the extermination of the race.

tendent Van Cleave Says Three 
Chicago Companies Are Violat- 
Aug the Law. : 


Springfield, III., Nov. 8.—[Special.]—In ac- 
cordance with an order issued by Judge 
Thompson in the Circuit Court here today 
the Northwestern Insurance company, the 
Columbian Insurance company, and the 
Mercantile Insurance company, all of Chi- 
cago, are enjoined from transacting further 
business in the State of Illinois until such 
a time as the equities tn the case are de- 
cided. The injunction was granted on the 
application of State Senator Orville F. 
Berry, representing State Insurance Super- 
intendent J. R. B. Van Cleave. | 

It is charged the insurance companies have 
violated the State insurance laws. It is 
charged the Columbian company, for twen- 
ty-five years previous to 1895, was not in 
existence, having been granted a charter in 
1855 and afterwards going out of business. 
In 1895 it is charged the company was again 
reorganized, but began business without a 
new charter and has been doing business 
since, and has made no reports to the Super- 
intendent of Insurance.

FAILS TO STOP WEDDING. 


MRS. W. I. ALLEN OF CHICAGO GOERS 
WEST ON FUTILE QUEST. 
Divorced Husband Hastens His Mar- 
riage to a Topeka Girl and Former 
Wife and Daughter Arrive Too 
Late—Woman Charges Coercion in 
Divorce Proceedings and the Rail- 
road Man Makes Counter Charges— 
Will Fight It Out in the Courts. 


Topeka, Kas., Nov. [Special. IW. 1. 
Allen ot Chicago, until recently Assistant 
General Manager of the Rock Island ratl- 
road, and Miss Josephine Deitrich, a Topeka 
girl, were married a few minutes before 
midnight last night at the home of the sister 
of the bride at 625 Harrison street: A few 
minutes later Mr. Allen's first wife, from 
whom he was divorced last May, and their 
daughter, Byrd, stepped off a Santa Fe 
train. They had come from Chicago to pre- 
vent the marriage. 

The train’ bringing Mrs. Allen and her 
daughter to Topeka was late, arriving at 
almost the exact minute that the ceremony 
which they were determined to prevent was 
performed. The marriage was by 
the knowledge that Mrs. Allen and her 
daughter were coming. 

Spoils Church Ceremony. 

All the arrangements had been completed 
to have the ceremony performed at Grace 
Cathedral at noon today. The relatives had 
arrived, and if the program had been car- 
ried out Dean Sykes of the Episcopal 
church would have officiated. 

At 11 o’clock last night Judge Dolman, who 
had retired, was told by méssenger that he 
was wanted at the Lacey home at 
There he found Mr. Allen and Miss Deit- 
rich with a few relatives, and he was re- 
quested at.ance to perform the ceremony 
which would make them husband and wife. 
At 11:45 the ceremony was performed. 

When Mrs. Allen and her daughter reached 
Topeka they had no thought that they were 
too late to prevent the marriage. They were 
driven at once to the home of A. H. Case 
on West Tenth avenue, where their ap- 
pearance was explained to Mr. and Mrs. 
Case, who are old friends of Mrs. Allen. 

Mr. Case, who is a lawyer, prepared a 
notice to be served upon Mr. Allen, his bride, 
the clergyman, and other interested parties 
that Mrs. Allen had commenced action in 
the Circuit Court of Chicago to annul the 
decree of divorce. This notice was not 
served on Mr. Allen till 8 o’clock this morn- 


Woman Charges Coercion. 
When seen by a reporter the Chicago Mrs. 
Allen said: 


The fact that Mr. Allen ts married will 
make no difference so far as the legal pro- 
ceedings are concerned. I was coerced into 
signing the petition, and ud not know what 
I was doing when I appeared in court when 
the divorce was granted. I was then suf- 
fering from the effects of a drug that was 
given to quiet nry nerves. 

For three years Mr. Allen urged me to 
consent to a divorce, and I refused. I did 
not want a divorce. I came back from Colo- 
rado last November and was taken sick a 
short time afterwards and was compelled 
to submit to a serious surgical operation. 
I was continually urged to agree to a di- 
vorce and I was given to understand that 
unless I did so my daughters would be left 
unprovided for, as Mr. Allen had a position 
offered him in Cuba. 

1 signed the petition on May 24, and 
was given to understand that it was simply 
a preliminary to carry through a business 
deal. Five days after they came for me 
to go to the courtroom. I was then in bed 
and weak. Some kind of a drug was given 
to me for my nerves and I was placed in 
the stand, they say. Later I seemed to wake 


out of a dream and was told that a divorce 
had been granted.” *

Mr. Allen admitted that he was supplied 


with information that his former wife was 


on her way to Topeka.

Mr. Allen's life and laughs at his other 
statements. She expects to return to Chi- 
cago this week. : 
The Allens lived in Topeka five years prior 
to 1890, when Mr. Allen was transferred to 
Chicago. They were popular here,\and no- 
body knew of their domestic difficulties till 
after they had resided in Chicago for awhile. 


Mr. and Mrs. W. I. Allen were divorced 
in May last, and about two months ago 
Mr. Allen’s connection with the Rock Is- 
land road as Assistant General Manager 
came to an end. Since then he has resided 
at the Edinburg Hotel, 2124 Michigan ave- 
nue, Where Mrs. Allen and her daughter 
Byrd also live. 

Mrs. Allen learned on Tuesday morning 
that her husband was about to be married 
and she and Miss Allen at once started for 
Topeka. Mrs. Bdgmont Johnson of Vin- 
tennes, Ind., another daughter, who was 
visiting them, remained at the Edinburg. 

“ All I know is what came in a telegram 
saying that papa and Miss Dietrich had been 
married at midnight,” said Mrs. Johnson. 

Iam sure mamma made no threats, as was 
reported. We have all known for some time 
that papa was paying his addresses to Miss 
Dietrich. We objected to her, and it was 
with the intention of dissuading my father 
that mamma went to Topeka.”

Frederick Perkins, architect, said: 
example of the violent tactics of organized 
labor was the recent exhibition at the new 
house of John G. Shedd in Drexel boulevard, 
for which I drew the plans. Bagley & Co. 
had the contract for some beautiful marbles 
and mosaic work imported from France. 
Two floors of mosaic already had been laid 
and the third was about to be put down 
when union labor appeared on the scene. It 
seems that the men who did the work were 
‘non-union,’ and one morning some union 
men broke into the premises and tore up the 
mosaic floors with pickaxes. They were 
caught red-handed and turned over to the 
court, receiving a light fine. Now a strike 
on the building has been déclared. The 
senseless methods of union labor are work- 
ing ruin in the city when the height of pros- 
perity should be aiding in our building ex- 
pansion. I think the remedy lies in a 
refusal of the contractors to employ union 
laborers.”’ 

The arbitrary reductions of the perform- 
ance which may be considered a day’s work 
and the demands for increased pay for the 
same are the principal objects of the con- 
tracters’ combative efforts. To the fact 
that laborers are not allowed to do a full 
day's work is attributed most of the delay 
in finishing buildings. An ordinary lather 
can put on sixty bundles of lath in a day, | 
while the rule of the union confines him to 
twenty-five. Plastering can be done no 
faster than the lathing. 


Limiting “ Day’s Work.” 

“Some time ago,” said Architect Jenney, 
“T.was in a hurry to have some marble 
stairs in the Grand Pacific Hotel finished. 
The work would require a day and a half. 
The walking delegate of the union came to 
me and said that the work would have to 
be spread out over three days, with propor- 
tlonate increase of cost in wages. The rules 
gf the Marble union were imperative, he 
said.

metrical performance. As the event proved, 
however, she was given every possible aid, 
and because it is easy to imagine the zest 


which the actress would employ in the por- | 


trayal of the bitingly witty but healthy- 
minded Beatrice it is permissible to give at- 
tention for the moment to her companion 
players. It is evident Mme. Modjeska has 
collected a company well adapted to comedy 
demands, and one to which any historical 
play not too much steeped in tragedy may 
safely be intrusteds When it comes to trage- 
dy, however, the brunt has to be born by 
Mme. Modjeska alone, as was evidenced 
on Tuesday night in the performance of 
Macbeth.“ 

In “ Much Ado About Nothing the com- 
pany played together admirably and no part 
was badly done. The single. serious fault 
continued to be a general inability to read 
the poetry as it should be read. If one were 
Inclined to be hypercritical or pedantic the 
weakness might be considered of the un- 
pardonable variety. As a matter of fact, 
however, not many outside the ranks of the 
Shakspearean cranks would have felt badly 
about the matter.

Hamilton Cousty gaye McKinley a 
plurality of 19,000. A year later it gave 
Bushnell a plurality of only 2000. This 
year it gives McLean a plurality of 1,100.

He h resolved in spite of the 
long list of good men whom a suspicion of 
his ownership has defeated that the party 
shall do still more for him than it has 
done. He hopes to be able to say “ my 
Legislature” and “my Governor.” He 


aims at the establishment of a legislative 


tollgate whereof he shall be the keeper. 
Then all the ‘corporations that want favor- 
able legislation or seek to avert unfriendly 
legislation will have to see the gate- 
keeper and consult with him about terms. 
The Republicans who have defeated 
Mayoralty candidates because they be- 
lieved Lorimer owned them are not dead 
ret. They will not hesitate to fly at 
higher game and cut the throat of a guber- 
natorial candidate whom they know to be 
a creature of Lorimer. No appeals to 
“vote straight this one time for the sake 
of the party” will be of any avail if a 
Lorimer candidate is nominated. He will 
be beaten by a majority which will break 
all records, It Republicans who see in 
the ascendency. of Lorimer the decadence 
of the party have to choose between a can- 
didate who will répresent him and Har- 
rison they will prefer the latter> He has 
culture, He has a conscience and some- 
times he heeds its warning voice. He 
‘has not grown suddenly rich. He has 
capacity and brains and in a large degree 
the confidence of the public. No second- 
rute or tainted Republican candidate nor 
any man suspected of being under the in- 
fluence of Lorimer can beat him. : 
Instead of burning down the barn to 
kill the vats it is better to drive out the 
rats and save the barn. It is, better to 
kill off Lorimer as a political power 
than candidates who wear his livery or 
are believed to do so, They alone suffer, 
while he keeps on plotting and mischief- 
making.

‘THE RESULT IN MASSACHUSETTS. 
There is every reason to be satisfied with 
the result of the election in Massachusetts.

2,000, which is about the figure set by 
the chairman of the Republican State 
committee and over 12,000 more than that 
set by the chairman of the Democratic 
committee.. The Democrats have gained 
two members of the Senate and eight men- 
bers of the House, but the Republicans 
still have the large majority ot 120 on 
joint ballot.

The popular sentiment as to the only great 
issue which now divides the Republican and 
Democratic parties can be studied better in 
Iowa than in any other State which held 
an election on Tuesday, because the cam- 
paign was not obscured by or mixed up with 
local issues. There were no factions con- 
tending with each other and no disaff 


anywhere on local questions, The only

silver heresy. That issue having been 


dropped, they went back to their party and 
followed White into the Democratic camp. 
In Iowa, where it was an out-and-out fight 
upon the McKinley Philippine policy, the 
Republicans in an off year have voted the 
splendid majority of at beast 50,000, and 
perhaps considerably more. Three years 
ago they gave McKinley 65,452 majority. 
Two years ago they gave Shaw for Gov- 
ernor 29,885 majority. ‘That they should 
have more than doubled that majority this 
year and nearly equaled the McKinley ma- 
jority, when the only issue was the Me- 
Kinley Philippine policy, shows the senti- 
ment of the people in an unmistakable light. 
They stand back of the President as 
firmly as the rock of Gibraltar. The result 
in Iowa should be studied by all those who 
wish to ascertain what the people of the 
West think About our sovereignty over the 
Philippines and the doctrine of expansion. 


OHIO INDORSES M’KINLEY. 
Ohio in 1896 gave McKinley a majority 


of 48,404 over Bryan. The following year 


it gave Bushnell 28,165 over Chapman. 
This year it has given Nash an estimat- 


ed plurality of more than 45,000 over 


McLean. Evidently Ohio is true to Presi- 


dent McKinley, approves of what he has 


done, and what he proposes to do. Doubt-, 
less State pride contributed to swell the 


Republican vote as it swelled the fusion 


vote in Nebraska. Bryan id the only Presi-. 


dential candidate Nebraska has had and 
the only one it is to have in the near future.

The bare figures which record the Re- 


publican victory in Ohio do not reveal the

It was won in the teeth of heavy 
city losses due to the malignant feuds 
of party leaders or to acute discontent 
with local bosses, Cuyahoga County was 
demoralized by the McKisson-Hanna strife. 


.| The Republican party in Hamilton County 


has on its neck, in Boss Cox, such an Old 
Man of the Sea as Boss Lorimer is in 
Cook Géutty. Dislike for Boss Cox swept 
away the Republican majority. The Bush- 
nell-K.urtz disaffection lost the Republicans 
over 550 votes in Bushnell’s county. 

But these city losses, which would hare 
been almost inevitably fatal to the Republi - 
cans had a light vote been polled throughout 


the State, were more than made good, as has 


happened on some other occasions, by Re- 
publican gains in the country districts and 
in cities Where there were no bosses and 
no soreheads. There was a heavy registra- 
tion and a correspondingly heavy vote. The 
result is that in spite of all losses due 
to local causes Ohio gave a larger Re- 
publican majority, after having watched 
the McKinley administration for two and 


a half years, than it gave McKinley him- 


self when he was running for the Presi- 
dency. The verdict is “well done, thon 
good and faithful servant.” ae 
The Ohio returns prove beyond question 
that the voters of that State have no af- 
fection for. free silver and that the Demo- 
eratie clamor about “imperialism” has 


not caused them to turn their backs on 


the President's policy concerning the 
Philippine Islands. They prefer his policy 
to that Which has the approval of Bryan 
and Ido. Undoubtedly that great 
prosperity which Ohio farmers and wage- 
workers are enjoying now contributed to 


the size of the Republican majority. The. 


party in power always fares better when 
times are good. But the underlying, pre- 
potent cause of the Republican triumph 
is the strong preference of the voters for 
Republican principles and policies to those 
policies which the Democrats put in their 
platform and advocated on the stump.

He insisted that 
the defense had based its case on class dis- 
tinction—that Shayne was a ‘“ merchant

He 
walks in the Auditorium café and shoots 
Shayne. He telis the waiters and hotel 
clerk, ‘I did it. I don’t care to talk about it 
now.

Restore Chicago-St. P Paul 
Rates on Nov. 20 Under a Gen- 
tleman’s Agreement.” 


Passenger rates between Chicago and St. 
Paul, which have been 14 demoralized 
for more thanta year, will restored to 
rormal tariff on Nov. 20. This was decided 
at a meeting in the Great Northern Building 
yesterday of the executive officers of all the 
roads interested, including the Wisconsin 
Central, Chicago Great Western, Minneapo- 
lis and St. Louis, and Milwaukee and St. 
Paul. The Chicago-St. Paul rate will be ad- 
vanced from $7.50 to $11.50 and the $6 basing 
rate east-bound tendered to north Pacific 
coast lines will be abolished. 

Attempts to induce the Wisconsin Central, 
Chicago Great Western, Minneapolis and St. 
Louls, and Milwaukee and St. Paul to be- 
come members of the Western Passenger 
association did not prove successful, and the 
proposition to pool the business between 
Chieago and St. Louis and divide the traffic 
equitably between the various roads failed 
to carry. It was finally agreed to adopt a 
gentleman’s agreement that rates shall 
be restored to normal tariff on Nov. 20 and 
be firmly maintained until Jan. 1, 1900.
